South Africa’s Flag. 

After a long and bittér controversy, 
which at one time seemed to threaten the 
whole fabric of South African union, a 
settlement has been reached concerning the 
national flag. During the last week 
Hertzog has beén conducting 
private negotiations with General Smuts, 
and the news of their final agreement was 
announced yesterday. The arrangement 
which they have reached must be ratified 
by their respective parties before it can 
receive the force of law; but there seems 
to be little doubt that it will be welcomed 
by everybody, with the possible exception 
of a few “ die-hards’’ on “a Nationalist 
| side whose chief desire is to smash the 
British connection. Henceforward there 
will be two official flags in South Africa. 
One will be the Union Jack, ‘‘to denote 
the association of the Union with the 
group of nations that constitute the 
British Commonwealth,” and the other the 
national flag, for which provision has been

Yesterday the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society convened a meeting of citizens at 
the Mansion House, Dublin, in order to 
consider means to relieve the distress of 
the poor during the winter that lies before 
us. The Provost of Trinity College, by 
describing a vivid, little personal impres- 

brought home the city’s vital needs. 
To stand beside a stalwart Civic Guard 
and then to walk through the mean streets 
of Dublin, Mr. Gwynn said, was like a 
passing from Gulliver’s land of giants to 
the land of Lilliput. It was.difficult to 
believe that the same land produced such 
extremes of physical proportions as the 
Guard and the wizened people of the 
slums. The contrast, indeed, is 
measure of the injury that hunger, cold 
and overcrowding have wronght on the 
physique of hundreds of thousands of 
Irish citizens; Children are rickety, 


}tuberculous and scarred by skin disease. 


Maladies, fostered by foul conditions of 
life in youth, become chronic, and chronic 
unfitness to work efficiently and to enjoy 
économic security follows. Truly did Mr. 
say that nothing less than a 
‘radical cure ought to be accepted. The slum- 
dwellérs must be got into decent homes 
and must be enabled to secure steady em- 
ployment. This cannot be achieved in a 
single season of charitable endeavour ; it 
must be pursued by years of steady work 
and wise legislation. Some speakers at 
conference expressed the 
opinion—which we believe to be justified— 
that. our country has seen the worst of 
economic depression, and that some 
measure of revived prosperity is at hand. 


| As Mr. A. O'Shaughnessy said, this may 


be the last occasion on which appeals so 
pressing will need to be made. If a 
revival of trade in the new year proves 


j that the country at last has turned the 


corner of misfortune, many an artisan’s 
family, now in dire trouble, will be 
happily independent once again, and the 
more fortunate classes will have larger 
resources from which to meet the demands 
upon their generosity.

After 
the Imperial Conference the mattér was 
dropped for the time being and a recon- 
ciliation between the Nationalists and the 
South African Party seemed to be imminent. 
The extreme Nationalist group, however, 
would not hear of compromise. General 
Hertzog’s hand was forced, with the result 


that the Flag Bill was introduced and all. 


South Africa was plunged in a ferment of 
resurrected passions. The proposed flag 


was tegarded by the pro-British element, 


as an insult to the Empire. ‘Its design 
was that of the House of Orange—stripes 
of orange, white and blue, with a sr-all 
shield on the white stripe. One-qyarter 
of this shield was to have been oceupied 
by the flag of the Transvaal Republic, 
another by the flag of the Orange Free 
State, a third by the Union Jack, and the 
fourth by four stars, representing the 
provinces of the Union. The fact that 
the Union Jack would have occupied only 
about one-sixtieth of the total area of the 
flag gave deep offénce to the British popula- 
tion. Labour, while nominally support- 
ing the Government, was not at all happy |. 
‘about the proposal, and there is no dowbt 
that, if General Hertzog had insisted on 
his original proposal—namely, to sub- 
stitute the Union Jack by the new flag— 
a serious crisis would have arisen. 

The settlement which has been reached 
by the two leaders ought to put an end 
to the whole controversy. Dutch senti- 
ment will be appeased by the national 
flag, while the British people will have 
their Union Jack as a symbol of imperial 
solidarity.

An Indian Canal. 


To-day the Viceroy of India will open the. 
main canal of the irrigation scheme that 
will convert the desert state of Bikaner 
in Northern India into a garden. To 
prevent loss of water by absorption and to 
avoid the waterlogging of the surrounding 
country, the canal, which is eighty-four 
miles long, has been lined throughout its 
length with concrete. According to the 
Simla Correspondent of The Times, over 
thirty-three million square feet of lining 
were employed in this great engineering 
work, and the technical problems which 
have been surmounted were formidable, 
It A regarded tightly as a triumph for 
the Irrigation Branch of the Punjab 
Public Works Department. This only is 
a part, however, of a project which may 
not be complete until 1934, and eventually 
will irrigate an area of some 14,000 square 
miles. The area extends for 360 miles 
down the valley of the Sutlej River in the 
Punjab, from the neighbourhood of Lahore 
to a point south-west of the junction of 
er and Sind. The Sutlej is crossed 
by four massive weirs, and above them a 
series of canals branches off, four serving 
‘Punjab territory, one Bikaner, and six 
running into the State of Bahawalpur. 
Bahawalpur, a rainless and infertile area, 
at present is ruled by a Moslem prince of 
ancient lineage, but moderate wealth. The

It is estimated that the 
Valley scheme, which has cost 
£18,000,000, will add 1,700,000 acres to 
the irrigated area in the current year, 
and, in two years’ time, upwards of 
5,000,000 acres.

IMPORTANT DEBATE 
EXPECTED. 


From Our PoLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
An important debate on the unemploy- 
ment problem will take place in Dail 
Eireann .today. Mr. Daniel Morrissey, 
deputy-leader of the Labour Party, will 
propose the following resolution :—" That 
the measures hitherto adopted by the 
Government for the relief. of unemploy- 
ment are inadequate and ought to be 
extended immediately." 
This question of the Government's 
alleged diffident handling of the unemploy- 
ment problem is raised at the beginning 
of every session, and invariably leads to 
a long discussion. On this occasion, with 
Mr. de Valera and his colleagues in the 
House, there is no reason to believe that 
the debate will lack ahimation, and there 
is little chance that it will be completed 
in one sitting. 

The announcement that the’ Govern- 
ment intends to introduce a special vote 
ior the relief of unemployment has 
deprived the Opposition of a good deal 
of its thunder, and unquestionably will 
have the effect of securing the Ministry's 
maximum majority. 


THE SPECIAL VOTE. 

The proposed special vote has been 
under consideration by the Executive 
Council’ for the past few’ days, but no 
jnformation is yet obtainable regarding 
the amount to bx made available. I 
am told that it will not exceed £250,000 ; 
but I am unable to verify the suggestion 
that the money will be applied to an 
extension of the existing poor relief. 
Special poor relief was given in Dublin 
in 1926 for four weeks, but those who 
administered it, according to the Minister 
for Local Government, “ could not recom- 
mend its continuance, because it was 
demoralising and failed in its object.” 

In any case, the amount of the present 
vote will probably be made known to the 
‘House to-lay ‘by the Finance Minister, 
who probably will indicate also the 
manner in which it is proposed to be 
applied.

Nobody who has enjoyed -Dr. Purser's 
company could have any doubt about the 
profundity and variety of his learning.

He moved in 
the ancient past as one whose real interests 
were nowhere. else: one was reminded 
sometimes of that other great scholar who 
always dropped his voice. when he 
mentioned some scandal about Tiberius. 
The major classics are not Dr. Purser’s 
only field. He is equally at home in the. 
by-paths.of the Silver and later ages; he 
is the eminent authority on . Sidonius 
Apollinaris, and Tertullian and other 
famous Fathers of the Church. have no 
secrets from him. Once a casual remark 
about the Romans’ knowledge of short- 
hand: drew from him an impromptu 
discourse on that subject in which many 
writers would have found material íor a 
book. 


The affection in which Dr. Purser is 
held by generations of Trinity College men 
is due not only to his brilliant gifts, but 
to his abounding kindness and unselfish- 
ness. Throughout his life he has been 
always more anxious to help than to 
attain; and his output might have been 
larger if his assistance to other scholars 
had been less frequent and less liberal. 
More than once he has completed tasks 
that the illness or death of fellow-workers 
left unfinished. For instance, he perfected 
the last volume, and wrote.a masterly 
index, of Henry’s Afneidea—that vast 
achievement of Irish research which all 


the Vergilian scholars have ransacked 


during the last thirty years.

REPORTED - CONCESSIONS 
TO FRANCE.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

It is understood that the latest American 
Note on the Customs controversy, which 
was presented yesterday, marks a wel- 
come step towards agreement. The 
United States Government has, it is. said, 
renounced its demand for treatment more 
advantageous than was accorded -before 
August 30, and has agreed to enter into 
immediate negotiations with France on 
the condition that meanwhile American 
goods shall not have less favourable treat- 
ment than before August 350. 

The United. States Nete expresses a 
willingness to diseuss the tests applied to 
certain French agricultural and pharma- 
ceutical products, provided the French, on 
their part,idiscuss the ,tatiffs applied to 
certain ‘American goods which are not 
specified. 

The Note recognises the right of French 
business men to. demand the revision of 
the American tariffs on their products, i! 
they are disproportionate to the cost 
price, thereby placing them in a position 
of inferiority to American producers. 

The Note also offers to abandon the 
practice of inqyiries into cost prices in 
factories.

FIANNA FAIL'S BILLS. 

Another item on the agenda is the 
introduction by Fianna Fail of two private 
bills, the first to repeal the Public Safety 
Act and the second to delete from the 
Local Government Act of 1925 the section 
which makes it incumbent upon officials 
of local authorities to sign, on their 
appointment, a declaration of allegiance 
to the State. 

If the introduction of these two measures 
is opposed, further consideration of the 
question must, according to Standing 
Orders, be postponed to the next day for 
private members’ business; but in any 
case there will be no time for discussion 
of the bills before Wednesday next, since 
the House is not to sit on Friday. 

Among the questions there will be an 
important one by Captain Redmond, who 
will ask whether, in view of the fact that 
the judgment of the Privy Council in the 
Wigg-Cochrane case was delivered. several 
months ago, the Civil Service Committee 
will be allowed to resume its work at 
once. The function of this Committee is 
primarily to decide the question of allow- 
ing, or disallowing, retirement under 
Article 10 of the Treaty. The labours of 
the Committee were interrupted by the 
appeal to the Privy Council, and have not 
since been resumed. 

The question was raised in July by Mr. 
Anthony, one of the Labour deputies for 
Cork, and the Ministerial reply at the 
time was that the judgment of the Privy 
Council raised not merely financial, but 
constitutional and legal, questions of far- 
reaching importance, and that, as the 
matter was under consideration, the 
Ministry was not in a position to make 
any further statement.

war in the future is too great to allow matters 
of detail to. stand in the way of the accept- 
ance of a-great principle. , 

It is the object of the Protocol to promote 
a general sense of seonrity,. Treaties can 
ri be varied. by war or t, and a 
chance of agreement depends on.a sufficient 
sense of security between the frontier States 
directly affected. It is in the hope of creating 
this sense of security that the Protocol was 
drafted. It is said that the responsibility 
which would be created for nations which are 
parties to the Protocol would be greater than 
that created in such a regional treaty as the 
Locarno Treaty. The answer seems to 
that the pooling of security both diminishes 
the chance of responsibility and makes re- 
1 onpamamend mote easy of fulfilment should

ut in writing. The next meeting has not yet 
ba definitely fixed, but is likely to take 
place in a day or two.

JUDGMENT IN CLONMEL APPEAL 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON AND 
R. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered on an 
appeal by the Feiniit in the case of Mr. 
Joseph Higgins, Mandlord, against Miss 
Beatrice Warren, his tenant of the premises, 
No. 1 Anne street, Clonmel, Co. Tipperary, 
from a decision of Circuit Court Judge 
Sealey in the action which had been brought 
to recover £90 9s. 4d., the amount of rent 
alleged to be due in respect of the premises 

mentioned. 

The premises were rented at first at £30 
a year, and the rent was subsequently in- 
creased under the Increase of Rent Acts to 
£45 4s. 8d. The defendant, it was stated, 
refused to pay the increased rent, and arrears 
accumulated to the amount sued for. 

The Circuit Judge gave the plaintiff a 
decree for £24 6s. 10d., after having made 
certain reductions permitted by the Rent Act 
of 1926. 

Mr. Justice Johnston and Mr. Justice 
Hanna now increased the decree of the 
Circuit Judge to £44 14s., having allowed 
certain deductions, which it was within the 
discretion of the Circuit Judge to make.

PROPRIETOR GETS AN 


INJUNCTION. 

(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
In the case of Robert G. Kirkham, cinema 
roprietor, of ““Levelly,” Grattan Crescent 
nchicore, against William O’Dwyer and 
Hannah O’Dwyer, of 37 Tyrconnell road, 
Inchicore, an application was made on behalf 
of the plaintiff for an injunction restraining 
the defendants, his tenants, who carry on 
the business of butchers on the pre- 
mises mentioned, adjoining the plaintrff’s 
cinema, from entering upon a passage 
belonging to the plaintiff between the 
premises occupied by the defendants and 
the cinema, and from using a doorway 
leading from the passage into the defendants’ 
yard, in contravention of an agreement in 
writing, dated 3th October, 1922, entered 
into between the parties. 

It appeared that the doorway and passage 
had been used by the defendants since they 
went into possession of the premises adjoining 
the cinema; that it was stated that the 
defendants had prevented the plaintift’s work- 
men from closing up the doorway, which 
became necessary, as the intended purchaser 
of the cinema at £4,000 had refused to com- 
plete the purchase unless he obtained the 
exclusive possession of the ge. .

The «vitness believed the statement that the 
defendant was organising secretary of Status, 
Ltd., and it was on the strength of that 
that he gave him the goods. e did not 
see Robertson again until he saw him in the 
custody of the police after being brought 
back from England. 

Cross-examined by the prisoner—He was 
not aware when he sold the typewriter that 
he (the prisoner) had left the employment of 
Messrs. Status, Ltd. 

The defendant, giving evidence, denied 
that he was guilty of false pretences in the 
matter. He said that he informed Mr. Gil- 
lespie that he had severed his connection 
with Status, Ltd., and that the typewriter 
was for himself, and that he intended to 
pay for it. He was entitled to thirty days’ 
credi€. : 

The jury found the prisoner not guilty, 
and he was discharged. Judge Roche told 
him that the jury had taken a lenient view 
of the c se, and advised him to go back to 
Scotland . cuickly as possible. 


THEFT OF FOOTBALL BOOTS. 


William Rochfort was charged with the 
larceny of a Gladstone bag and a pair of 
football boots, value £2, the property of Wil- 
liam Davis, during the progress of a foot- 
ball match near Lucan, on 10th April last.

It is most important that the public should 
make sure that postage is fully prepaid in all 
cases, as otherwise correspondence is liable to 
delay in transmission and delivery, and the 
addressee is charged with double the amount 
of the deficiency.

He was 
exci and he had fought in 1922, 
could fight again if He had to do it, He had 
a revolver with him, and Jack McElhimey. 
who came in after him, said; ' Give me 
that.” They went out together. It was 
polling day, and witness went out about three 
minutes :ater with Patrick Clifford. He saw 
John Curran and his brother, Samuel, come 
down the street to where McGeehan stood in 
a crowd of about a dozen at Thomas Logan's 
shop. John Curran said to McElhinney: 
““Here's your man now;” and they gripped 
each other. The crowd closed in upon them 
and there was a general row. A shot 
sounded from the crowd and they scattered. 
Two more shots followed, but witness, who 
was standing on the footpath, could not see 
who fired them. He did not know until 
afterwards that Curran had been hit, but on 
his way home he saw McElhinney lying 
wounded, and helped to carry him away. 
McElhinney said he was shot in the ankle. 

STREET SCRIMMAGE IN THE DARK. 

To Mr.- Magee—Witness’s view of 
McGeehan when in the shop was obstructed 
by other persons, and he might have been 
mistaken ‘when he said he saw the accused 
with a revolver. i 

Samuel Curran, McBride street, Raphoe. 
described how he accompanied the deceased 
man, who had called at his house, down the 
street to the crowd, where witness asked who 
wanted him. John McElhinney replied: “I 
want you.” McElhinney tried to strike 
witness, and got into grips with his brother. 
The accused man shouted: “Clear the 
streets !'’ and witness, who was about three 
feet away from him, saw him fire three shots 
in quick succession from a revolver. 
firing McGeehan backed out into the centre 
of the street towards the graveyard, and 
witness heard two further shots, but could 
‘not say who fired them. When the last 
shot was fired his brother John, who was 
“ scrimmaging ’’ with others, called out that 
he was shot. Witness saw his brother John 
runuing towards the Civic Guards barracks 
and followed him, accompanied by his brother 
James. They found his brother in the 
barracks. shot through the stomach. His 
brother died in Donegal County Héspital the 
next evening. 

James Curran, another brother of the 
deceased man, stated that before the row 
started he heard the accused man telling the 
crowd that he fought with British soldiers 
in Derry in 1914, and that he saw the same 
soldiers in the Fianna Fail tally-rooms that 
day. McElhinney said he did not care for 
any British soldiers. Witness later saw the 
accused man discharging a revolver. 

REVOLVER FOUND IN GRAVEYARD. 

Sergeant Brennan, Raphoe, said that he 
sent for McGeehan immediately upon dis- 
covering that Samuel Curran was wounded, 
and cautioned him. McGeehan made no 
statement. Witness searched him, but found 
nothing incriminating on him. He afterwards 
searched his house, and did not find anything 
incrimnating. Witness continued his investi- 
gations throughout the night until 9.45 the 
following morning, when he found the revolver 
produced at the foot of a tree in the grave- 
vard. It was a short Webley. There were 
five discharged cartridges and one undis- 
charged cartridge in it. 

The witness read a deposition in which the 
deceased man declared that it was Jack 
McElhinney who shot. him, and stated that 
he saw a revolver in the hands of McElhinney 
and McGeehan. 

Mr. Magee said that there was no case 
against his client, and asked the Justice to 
refuse informations, 

The accused man was committed for trial 
in custody to the Central Criminal Court, 
Dublin.

PORTADOWN MAN FINED. 


At Portadown Petty Sessions, Victor 
Hamilton, Meadow lane, was prosecuted for 
making a false representation with the object 
of obtaining extended unemployment benefit. 

Mr. R. M. Cullen said that his client got 
the assistance of his mother in filling up the 
form. He asked her what she received 
weekly from each working member of the 
family, and quite innocently he put that 
down on the form.
